He was in poſſeſſion of 
Feruſalem, (ver. 15.) All the Elders of Jſracl were with-him;

' number may be judg?d, (cap. 18. ver. 7.) where tis ſaid, twen- 
ty thouſand of-them were ſlain; and the Wood, -devour'd ' more 
than the Sword devoured, (ver.
